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Five Million Dollars Set Aside 
By President From His 
Special War Fund 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—President 
Wilson is advancing $5,000,000 out of 
his special war fund to a new sugar 
board organized yesterday. 
P art of 
this money will be utilized for buying 
the products of the beet sugar com­ 
panies in Southern California, 
where 
the high prite of beets, labor and ma­ 
terials has made the cost of producing 
sugar much higher than last year. By 
utilizing part of this money for taking 
over the total production, the price to 
the consumer can be reduced and tile 
government can 
m ake 
a 
minimum 
profit or even absorb a m arketing cost 
that will enable the whole sugar pro­ 
duction to be 
handled 
without 
ad­ 
vancing tile prices unduly. 
The President has approved (he for­ 
mation of this board, to be known as 
a sugar equalization board, under the 
Food Administration. 
The board is to 
he composed of H erbert Hoover, chair­ 
man, and George 
Rolph, 
president. 
The directors are Prof. F. W. Taussig 
of the United States Tariff Commis­ 
sion, Theodore F. W hitem arsh, George 
Zabriskie of the Food Administration, 
Clarence Wooley 
of 
the W ar Trade 
Board and William A. Glasgow, Jr.. 
chief counsel of the Food A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
Purpoas of Board 
The office of the board will be in 
Washington. The 
purposes 
of 
the 
board, which is being 
chartered 
in 
New Jersey, are to equalize the cost of 
various sugars and secure better dis­ 
tribution. 
The arrangem ents will fa­ 
cilitate Joint dealing with the allies in 
foreign sugars and the adjustm ents of 
differentials in overseas freight rates. 
Tile board will take charge of the 
distribution plan initiated on July I and 
will conduct this plan at the expense 
of the board. All of the stock will be 
held by the President for the United 
States governin' nt, the object being 
to absorb the high peaks of cost In 
sugar production and to make a small 
margin on the low cost of certain for­ 
eign sugars w’hich may be purchased 
and thus secure an equalization of the 
price to the public on a lower level 
than will otherwise be possible. 
Even Distribution 
The arrangem ents will further se­ 
cure an even distribution of the sugar 
throughout the United States. It is ex 
pected that any profits will be equal­ 
ized to the consum ers over the years 
of operations. 
It is expected that 
the 
price of 
sugar will need to increase in the lab 
ter part of the year in view of the in­ 
creased cost of overseas anA internal 
railway rates, and in view of the high­ 
er cost of production and m anufacture 
of sugar, particularly in the increased 
cost of beets, bags and labor and trans 
po r tat ion. 
* 
By the creation of this board, how ­ 
ever, it will be possible to work out a 
price for the public upwards of I cent 
per pound less than would be the case 
if price of sugar were advanced to a 
figure that will cover the high peaks 
In costs from all quarters.

States Engineers in France, gives a 
touch of the fate of French and Bel­ 
gian women who have fallen into the 
hands of the Germans.

brought down in flames.

pany spent several weeks in the front 
line trenches, but when his last let­ 
ter was written it was

They issue us tobacco 
often now. 
I don’t smoke as much 
as I used to, so I get more tobacco 
issued than I use.

French soldiers and they are very 
anxious to get It.” 
"June I.—We had a fine time here 
Decoration Day. 
The general of our 
division spoke to us. 
During th^ day 
we had games, and the Y. M. C. A. 
sold oranges to the fellows. 
I bet I 
ate about two dozen. 
“We are having good weather here 
now and the evenings are just fine. 
It does not get dark until about 
9 
o’clock. We have army chicken quite 
often to eat, the same as corn beef in 
the States. 
“I am in a nice 
town 
now. 
The 
population is about 8000. 
There 
are 
about IOO American nurses here. 
As 
yet they have no place to stay 
ex­ 
cepting in the hospital and it must 
get tiresome. 
I don't envy them. 
“This town in noted for its glass­ 
ware. 
I went through the factory the 
other day. 
It was a very large fac­ 
tory before the war brokcout. 
Only 
a small part of it is working now. In 
one part where they heat and blow 
the glass they work old 
men 
and 
boys from 8 years old up. These boys 
are good workers. 
You hardly get 
into the place until they all ask you 
for cigarettes or 
chewing 
tobacco. 
All the kids smoke and 
chew 
over 
here, even as small as 6 years old. 
In another part of the factory women 
are employed to do the finishing and 
make cut glass.”
